cesspools shall be screened in such a 
way that it will be impossible for files 
to gain access and feed thereon. 
Pro- 


vision is made for all cases where in- 
sanitary conditions might exist and 
where flies might carry germs. 


The ordinance provides that the chief 


of police shall serve notice on all per- 
sons not complying with this law. If 
they then fail to put on the proper 
screen it shall be the duty of the, streqt 
commissioner to do the work and 
charge it to the property owner. 


The fly ordinance fell through once, 


but a more promising reception will 
await it tonight.

NOT A GOOD AUGURY. 


If the behavior of the rebel army at Juarez is a 


trustworthy criterion, the determination of President 
Diaz to hold onto his office until peace is restored and 
precautions taken to keep order in the republic is 
ivise. • The battle at Juarez looks like a wanton riot 
of the lawless. With peace negotiations merely in- 
terrupted and about to begin anew and with the end 
of the war plainly in sight there was not even a pre- 
text for opening the battle that has been raging now 
for two days at Juarez. It is not exactly clear just 
where the fault lies for the first provocation, though 
it seems to be pretty, well established that the rebels 
were simply ''spoiling for a fight.'' 


Madero, the provisional president of the revolution 


and commander-in-chief of the revolutionary armies, 
is on the ground, yet unable to prevent this useless 
shedding of blood. It is nothing less than murderous, 
because it can result in no gain to either party and 
cannot hasten the conclusion of peace.' 


The.spirit shown is such as to make it doubtful if the 


rebel forces in the field are a safe reliance for peace, 
order and stable government. The period of transi- 
tion from the Diaz irgimc to the new status will be 
a critical season in Mexico and it may easily develop 
anarchic conditions if the kind of irresponsihlcs that 
are fighting Juarez must be depended upon to enforce 
tmblic securitv.

But 
if the charge on which a New York man is now held under 
indictment by a federal grand jury is sustained it will de- 
serve to rank with it. 


Some time ago one of the Hudson river boats was in- 


spected by federal agents and found to be without proper 
fire alarm service. 
This was ordered installed. When the 


boat was placed in service the inspectors found the alarm 
boxes easily enough, but one of the party was curious 
enough to test them and found, according to his allegation, 
that the boxes were only dummies, not being connected and 
of no value whatever as safety devices. 
The indictment of 


the man who had the contract for 'the installation has fol- 
lowed. 


If this charge is proved it will offer a new measure of

enactment of that measure by congress 
costs him tfio farmer vote. 


The 
president 
told 
his 
visitors 


bluntly ho was sorry to hear that re- 
publican farmers would desert tho par- 
ty if the agreement goes through, but 
fear 
of auch desertion 
would nut 


change his conviction as to the^ wis- 
dom of such- 'legislation. He said he 
believed reciprocity 
to be the ,best 


thing for the whole country and that 
ho did not intend to argue it. 


N. P. Holt, spokesman for the farm- 


ers, intimated strongly that the farmer 
does not like reciprocity and that the 
epubllcan voters aro likely to be lost 


it is passed. 
"If reciprocity goes through," said 
e, "It means wo must take less for our 
heat and less for our products and 
hat means a halt.in the improvement 
f our homes and in the education of 
ur children. Take the states along 
he line—Michigan, 'Wisconsin,' Maine, 
"ew Hampshire and A'ermont. In the 
ast the farmers of these states have 
een tho backbone of republican pro- 
ectioc.

going to desert us if we put that 
through. I am very sorry If that Is to 
be the case, because I have a personal 
liking for the republican farmers just 
a little mite stronger than for th3 
democratic farmers, .although they ar.v 
all citizens of the United States,, whose 
welfare I must hold equally In' my care. 


. Puts Faith in' Policy. 


"But my conviction with respect to 


the advantage of this treaty is -very 
deep. So far' as the effect of this on 
my personal political fortunes, it ought 
not to influence me, and does not in- 
fluence me in the slightest. I believe 
this treaty to be the best thing for the 
whole country, including farmers, mer- 
chants, laboring men and all, because 
I believe it is contrary to nature, It Is 
flying in the face of Providence, to put 
an 
artificial wall like that between 


this country and Canada and not get 
the benefit that will inure to peoples of 
the same traditions, the same language 
and practically with the same charac- 
ter of -labor. 


"If we take down that wall we will 


benefit by it, for we shall sell more 
agricultural products to Canada than 
it will sell to us. That is my judg- 
ment. I am not arguing—I am merely 
stating my conclusion. If I aid not be- 
lieve this I should not have taken the i 
responsibility of doing what I have 
done to put this reciprocity treaty 
through. I am willing to abide by the 
judgment of history—the judgment 
that will come after the event. When 
you gentlemen come to see the result 
I believe you, as fair-minded men, will 
admit you have been wrong in your 
fears and that I have been right."
